SAYS ELIOT. 


Swiss Military Plan Lauded 


by Famous Educator in Ad- 
dress in Boston. 


A NIGHT WIRE.) 

BOSTON, Oct. 19.—Dr. 
W. Eliot, president (emeritus) of 
Harvard University, addressing the 
Economic Club yesterday on the 


conference of limitation of arma 
ment, said no nation could dispense 


with a military force, “not for of- 
tense, or aggression, but for its own 


uses 
“We need, however,” he con- 
tinued, “to er carefully what 


method there is for maintaining a 


limitation of armament with which 


shall go destruction of militarism. 
Unless this conference comes to an 
agreement 
struction of militarism, with the 
controlling element in government 
and the destruction accordingly of 
a professional military class, we 
shall get no improvement. 

“There is one method of main- 
taining an armed forte for defen- 
sive purposes, and at the same time 
destroying the military class. I re- 
fer, to the Swisg method of main- 
taining armed force, always the 
largest part in reserve, but always 
ready on call.” 

He pointed out that the essen- 
tial thing in the Swiss method was 
universal military training based on 
universal physical training, and 
advocated universal physical train- 
ing in all schools and colleges. 

“Limitation of armament,” he 
sald, “seems to me the only prom- 
one outcome of the conference.

Unemployment and Trade Are 
Worst in Century. 


Governent Schemes to Aid 
‘ Sufferers Outlined. 


(SY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS } 

LONDON, Oct. 19.—The situation 
in England as regards trade and un- 
employment is worse than at any 
ume since the end ot the Napoleonie 
wars, declared Prime Minister Lloyd 
George in the House of Commons 
today in outlining the government's 
policy on these two subjects. 

At present, he said, there are 

1,750,000 persons unemployed, and 
added that the greatest unemploy- 
ment, to the extent of 17 per cent, 
was in the meta! trades.. 

He declared that the causes for 
this situation could all be summed 
up in one word. 

GO TO DOMINIONS. 

As a part of the plan for al- 
léviation, he said, the government 
proposed to ask Parliament for an 
apprpriation of another £300,000 
to enable ex-service men to emigrate 
to the dominions. whither he said. 
60,000 already had settled with gov- 
ernment assistance. 

Turning to the qyestion of trade. 
Mr. Lloyd George id there were 
undoubtedly signs of revival in some 
of the most important industries of 
Engiand, but that also, there were 
very important industries whieh 
were not showing signs of revival. 
He said it was true that trade was 
beginning to move, but that a man 
would have to be very sanguine who 
could predict a return to normal 
conditions at an early date. He add- 
ed that the government proposed to 
amend the export credit scheme. 

In outlining the government's pro- 
posal, the Prime Minister declared: 

“Peace and a good understanding 
among nations is vital. Let us get 
out of the atmosphere where, if you 
talk about a German without a 
frown, you are not a patriot. Trade 
cannot start in such an atmosphere. 

It you intervene. to make peace 
your motives are*misunderstood; but 
if Great Britain will not do it, who

He spiritedly justified steps the 
government had taken te meet the 
unemployment problem. He said the 
government proposed conditionally 
to guarantee interest on loans ag- 
gregating 125,000,000 for use 
use in capital undertakings, provid- 
ing employment, or for the purchase 
of material for manufactures, and 
also to allocate £10,000,000 pounds 
for the assistance of relief 
work, and later establishment of a 
fund for workers’ dependents. 


WOULD ACCEPT RISK. 


The Premier argued that in the 
problem of unemployment relief 
work was unsatisfactory, and the 
‘dole system worse. He admitted 
that to try to stimulate trade abroad 
would involve the government in 
some risk, but he declared it was 
better to take the risk than to stand 
still. The government, therefore, 
had decided to extend its exports 
scheme to other countries, including 
the dominions. 

Referring to trade with Russia, he 
said there had been no restrictions 
on the British side to such trading, 
but that the total trade for the first 
eight months of this year had been 
only £3,150,000—which showed there 
was not an unlimited field in Russia 
for British or any other enterprise. 

Concerning proposed guarantees 
of interest on loans raised by any 
dominion or colonial governments, 
or any foreign government or local 
authorities, for essential enterprises, 
such as electrification and water- 
ways, which would provide imme- 
diate employment in the United 
Kingdom, the Premier explained 
that the total liability of the govern- 
ment would be 125,000.00, 
and that a committee df men of e 
high authority and knowledge would 
be created to administer the scheme.

Japan yesterday. 

In a statement issued shortly be- 
fore the departure of the envoys, 
Vice-Admiral H. Kato, their leader, 
corrected what he said was a mis- 
understanding regarding 
naval plans. The admiral declared 
that Japan was not, as has been re- 
ported, rushing completion of naval 
vessels while at the same time send- 
ing a delegation to Washington dis- 
cussing limitation of armaments. 

On the contrary, he declared, his 
country even now was far behind 
its program of naval construction. 
He said in part: 

“Japan’s position financially will 
not permit her to expend large sums 
on naval armaments. A cut must 
be made, no matter how the Wash- 
ington conference comes out. The 
Japanese delegates are going to the 
conference with a sincere desire to 
see a strong program for the Umita- 
tion of armaménts decided upon. 


“The ships now being launched 
are part of the program decided on 
some time ago. We will not only 
reduce our naval appropriation next 
year, but we will also put out of 
commission our. second squadron 
this coming December. This squad- 
ron is made up of three cruisers and 
two fiotillas of destroyers. 

“The exact amount of curtailment 
for 1922, of course, has not been de- 
cided on. A great deal depends on 
the outcome of the arms conference. 
We are hoping the nations of the 
world will deride on some plan 
which will prove for a world-while 
retrenchment.” :

BOXERS IS APPALLING. 


Present-Day Near-Pugs Ought to 


Have Seen Some 


of Old Scientists 


in Action, Claims Van Court. 


BY DE WITT VAN COURT. | 
Mike Gibbons’s letter recently published in an eastern 
weekly has proved interesting reading. From its tenor one would 
be led to believe that Mike, himself, has revolutionized boxing dur- 
ing this decade. In throwing bouquets at himself he severely criti- 

cised Jim Jeffries and many old-time) fighters. | 
He says that Jeff has been quoted as saying that boxers who 
clinch should be thrown out of the ring, and that boxing methods 
of Jeff’s day would be more popular than those of today. Mike 
again says Jeffries was a clumsy boxer without science and was 
not a good hitter. He also takes an awful rap at old-timers for 
many things he thinks are out of date, but agrees with Jeff that 
boxers who stall when unhurt or untired should be chased out of 


the ring. | 
Mike declares that a boxer has 
the right to clinch properly to avoid 
ounter blows, and to hold when 
urt, and now and then, after a hot 
rally, to clinch to regain his wind. 
I wonder if Gibbons ever read the 
rules. Did he ever really see in 
action Jim Corbett, Jim Jeffries, 
Mitchell, John L. Sullivan, Bob 
Fitzsimmons, Kid McCoy, the orig- 
inal Jack Dempsey, Tommy Ryan, 
Joe Choyns Peter Jackson, Joe 
Gans and others, some of whom 
fought before he was born? Who 
ever heard of those old - timers 
making a practice of holding on to 
avoid counters or other punches? 
They did not have to break the rules 
or fool a referee to get by. They 
knew well how to duck, slip, guard, 
sidestep, feint, block, counter, pull- 
back get away. How many 
fighters today can do these things?

Gibbons is so much better than 
most of the present-day unskilled 
fighters that it is hard for him to 
understand that many of the tricks 
he prides himself on were well 
known and used by all the high- 
class boxers as far back ag forty 
years or more. 
While it is hard to compare old- 
timers with the present fighters 
from hearsay alone, Mike has giv- 
en us a surprise when he says Jef- 
fries never could hit as hard as

“There is more science in one 


game of football than in a whole 


| Season of almost any other sport. Did 


you ever stop and consider the pos- 


| sibilities of a single football con- 


test? Did you know that two situa-' 
tions rarely ever et the same 
on the football gridiron Did you 
know that a football player must 


| be everything that Is included in a 


good baseball player’s make-up and 
then a whole lot besides? Did you 


ever figure out that football is a 


more desirable army game than 
either baseball or boxing? Well, a 
book could be written on those very 
questions. As a matter of fact, books 
have been written on them. 

“In a single football game two 
teams of eleven players beach come 


together approximately 200 times. 


Nearly all of these plays involve the 
shock of physical contact. In every 
one of them eleven men are attempt- 
ing to outmaneuver the other elev- 
en. Every member of one team 
knows what his team is expected to 
do, The members of the other team 
must size up in the briefest fraction 
of a second what the opponents are 
attempting and must then decide in- 
stantly what must be done to pre- 
vent it. In a baseball game of nine 
innings there are also approximate- 
ly 200 plays. However, in each of 
plays is rarely ever more 
than four or five men involved. The 
other members of the teams are 
apectators. Also in every given sit- 
vation in baseball there ts a right 
and wrong thing to do. . These sit- 
uations arise over and over and noth- 
ing new ever develops, A player does 
not think, he remembers, 
MUST THINK QUICK, 

“A baseball player must think 
nick. A football player must 
think quicker and oftener. A base- 
ball player must be active. A foot- 
ball player must be just as active 
and in better physical condition. 
The ball player should be reasonably 
fast. The football player must al- 
so be fast; a slow athiete is not 
satisfactory in either game, A foot- 
ball player must have more nerve, 
more stamina 


“For army officers and men in 
stern discipline, eternal maneuver- 
ing for position and advantage, the 
hard physical combat of the foot- 
ball contest is ideal. The principals 
of the battle are the same as the 
principals of the gridiron game. A 
soldier's business is to learn to 
fight, to fight without malice and 
without fear.

RAIL STOCKS GAIN. 


Wall Street Believes Strike Already a Failure: More 
Attention Is Paid to Chances of Rate Cut.

NEW YORK. Oct. 19.— Further 
recovery in the railway shares re- 
flected today’s general belief that 
the strike movement has already 


failed. Little attention was paid to 
the announcement that other rail- 
way labor organizations will meet at 
Chicago and discuss the strike, or 
to the flood of explanatory state- 
ments poured forth by the chief of 
the locomotive brotherhood. Both 
incidents were to be expected in 
preparing the way for withdrawal 
of the order for a strike. 

Wall street gave less attention 
than heretofore to the discussion of 
lower freight rates; yet that was on 
the whole the outstanding topic. 
That some such reduction is im- 
pending, there seemed to be little 
doubt; the Iron Age, speaking for 
the steel industry, refers today to 
the “practical certainty of freight- 
rate reductions” as “a greater in- 
fluence than the strike threat it- 
self.” The element of uncertainty 
is the effect which any general cut 
in railway rates would have if un- 


accompanied by further lowering of 


railway wages. Some traffic has un- 
qu onably been lost to the car- 
riers by the present high rates; the 
voluntary reductions already pro- 
posed by the companies shows that, 

But reduction all along the line 
would be another matter. Railway 
business is still held down by the 
depression in trade; as against the 
total decrease of only 2% per cent 
from 1920 in gross earnings for the 
first half of the present year, the 
statement for August showed de- 


vidual reports for September do not 


make any comparison. Every one 
knows that the considerable net 
earnings, which in recent months 


2 replaced the heavy deficits of 
a year ago, are the result, first of 
the wage reduction allowed by the 
labor board, second, of par- 
simony in maintenance expenditure 
such as cannot continue much long 
er.

After destroying three oil-well 
derricks, a large garage and a moun- 
tain home, the Ojai fire, about eight 
miles north of Santa Paula, was re- 
ported under control last night.

$2000. About a month ago six der- 
ricks were burned by a forest fire. 
In erday’s loss was the pioneer 
well of the district, drilled more 
than thirty years ago.

Bome of the fires are believed to 
have developed from phosphorus 
placed on grain to kill rodents. The 
poison is believed to have been ig- 
nited by the heat wave of the past, 
inasmuch as smaller fires, quickly 
extinguished, have sprung up in the 
places where the phosphorus was

“TO CALAFORNIA. WHY? 

People are coming to California. They 
are coming by thousands and tens of thou- 
sands. They are coming by train and auto 
mobile and many of them are coming to stay. 
Available statistics of railroads and cham- 
bers of commerce show that the famous gold 
rush of 1849 is entirély overshadowed by this 
twentieth-century hegira. This year has wit- 
nessed in California probably the greatest 
rush of settlers eve experienced in this or 
any other State. 

People usually change their place of resi- 
dence for the fundamental reason that they 
believe they can better themselves. The 
westward rush of settlers in the past 
een months has been caused, or at | ac- 
celerated, by the Federal census 
which showed population gains, and by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce re- 
ports, which showed better and more stabie 
business. conditions. Making known the 
, facta about California has created a desire 

to come to California and participate in its 
prosperity. The desire has been translated 
into action and the people are coming. 

Wild and fanciful stories of the new EI 
Dorado were circulated in the East during 
the days of the gold discoveries of 1849 and 
1850. Stories of men who became rich 
overnight were familiar in every eastern 
city and town. The credulous repeated 
fanciful tales of picking up gold in the 
streets of San Francisco. 

The present rush to California lacks the 
glamour and romance of the days of ‘49, 
but it ts bigger and of deeper significance. 
It is to be hoped that none who come now 


waiting to be plucked by the indolent. Men 
should come here now because this is a 
land of opportunity. Here men must work 
and strive, but it is true that here there is 
sound and reasonable expectätion of ade 
quate reward for consistent endeavor. 

The Southwest is interesting to man be- 
cause it challenges his ambition. The 
Southwest has natural resources (greater 
than those of any other portion of the 
globe. Its development is only in the ini- 
tial stage. Further development holds out 
the promise of even greater reward to in- 
dividual and community.

He stated that sub- 
poenas duces tecum had been is- 
sued for Mrs. May K. Rindge, presi- 
dent, and Rhoda Rindge Adamson, 
secretary of the Marblehead Land 
Company, but that neither can be 
found. They will be wanted as 
witnesses this morning, it being the 
contention of the County Counsel 
that the incorporation of the Mar- 
blehead Land Company is merely 
to give the Federal court jurisdic- 
tion in the road case.

Gingered Apples: Put 1 pint of 
water and 5 ounces ef bruised ginger 
root over the fire and let this simmer 
for 2 hours, adding a little more wa- 
ter as it boils away. Wipe 3 large 
lemons clean and grate off the thin 
yellow rind; add the juice to this and 
turn this grated rind and juice into 
the simmmering ginger water. Let boll 
for a few minutes, then remove the 
pieces of ginger, tie them securely in 
a small muslin bag, and put them 
back into the saucepan. Pare, core 
and chop rather coarsely 5 pounds of 
tart apples and add this to the sim- 
mering liquid, together with 5 
pounds of granulated sugar. Boil this 
mixture slowly until the bits of ap- 
ple look clear, then turn into hot, 
sterilized jars (removing the bag of 
ginger root) and seal while hot. 

Apple Butter: Pare, quarter and 
core 1 peck of sour apples and 2 
quarts of sweet apples. Add mough 
cider to cover and let cook, stir- 
ring occasionally, until the apples 
are reduced to a consistency like 
mat of marmalade, then add granu- 
lated sugar to equal one-half the

Spiced Apple Jelly: (Fine with 
cold meats.) % peck apples, 3 pints 
vinegar, 1 pint water, 1 oupce stick 
cinnamon, % ounce whole cloves. 
Put these ingredients together in 
the preserving kettle after quarter- 
ing the apples (not paring or coring 
them) and tying the spices together 
in a small cheesecloth bag. Then, 
when the apples are tender, turn 
them into the jelly bag and let drip 
without forcing the juice through.

ply ply of coal, asbestos and oil un- 
developed. 

“Until America rease the ex- 
ploitatiffi of the Indian and substi- 
tutes development, every citizen is 
morally guilty of the great injus- 
tice done this red man who pre- 
ceded us in the occupancy of this 
continent,” she said.

James Swinnerton, cartoonist, 
writer and painter of the Indian 
country, also spoke at the tunch- 
eon, having returned this week from 
the Navajo reservation, where he 
caught the inspiration for the Grand 
Canyon scenes that are now on view 
in the clubhouse.

Not Revolutionary. 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 18.— [To th

real crimes like burglary, robbery, 
murder, etc., rather than to discov- 
er who uses liquer as a beverage. 
If anyone has been guilty of any-

who mutilated the Constitution of 
our beloved country by passine 

Eighteenth Amendment without a 
vote of the people. while over 2 000. 
000 of our boys were away fighting 
as we then believed, for liberty. . 

The Eighteenth Amendment and 
Volstead Act have both been 
enacted by so-called legislative rep- 
resentatives, who did not represent 
the sentiment of a majority of the 
people in this country, but who were 
afraid of the organized prohibition 
minority.

“liberty and the pursuit of hap-

We all know 
that today there are only two classes 
of people, who cannot secure liquor, 
namely those who do not wish it 
and those who have no money to 
buy it. The Arbuckle party was 
only one out of thousands of others 
of the same kind at the same time, 
which could never have happened 
before prohibition, when people did 
not have to drink liquor behind 
closed doors and never thought of 
enjoying such a thing. As far as 
I can see, prohibition has only ac

Valuable Fluid Shoots Over 
Top of Derrick. 


[EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 

LONG BEACH, Oct. — With 
the coming in of the Horsch well of 
the Shell company, the spouting 
again of the Alamitos No, 1, of the 
Shell company, and excellent show- 
ing of oll in several other wells 
about to be brought in, inténse in- 
terest in Signal oll wells has been 
aroused. 

Millions of dollars is being spent 
on the hill by the Shell company. 
alone, the officials of the American 
branch of this huge international 
petroleum concern being of the 
opinion that the Long Beach field 
will prove to be one of the most 
extensive and richest in the country 
because of the depth of the oil sands 
struck to date. 

The Horsch weil is now running 
on a production test, and while the 
actual figures of what the hold is 
doing are not available, it is d- 
mitted that the well is a big pro- 
ducer.

Newest of Beach Attractions 
to be’ Dedicated at Ocean 
Park Friday Night. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

SANTA MONICA, Oct. 19.—-The 
new Municipal Auditorium at Ocean 
Park will be officially dedicated Fri- 
day night. Carl Schader, head of 
the committee that stood sponsor 
for the bond issue, will be the 
principal speaker. a will be fol- 
lowed by Mayor 8. L. Berkley and 
W. H. Carter, ner of Pub- 
lic Works, whose department will 
have control of the auditorium. 

Last touches in the completion 
the building will be applied Frid 
morning. Attention has been calle 
to the immense valué the auditorium 
has already proven to Ocean Park 
in particular, and to the Santa Mon- 
ica Bay district, as a whole. The 
facilities offered were thé direct 
cause of the feur-day convention of 
the League of California Munici- 
palities, which brought 1500 coming 
to this city with 1500 visitors. No- 
vember 19, the D.O.K.K. will hold 


its Southern ifornia convention 
there for one y, with more than 
1000 visitors. In 1922, the State 


convention of the Elks will be held 
at the Municipal Auditorium. Also, 
the convention of the State Associa- 
tion of Insurance Agents. 

In the meantime, opening with 
“The Mikado” next Tuesday night, 
scores of musical and other attrac- 
tions “will be staged in the new 
structure. Each Friday night there 
will be a free public entertainment 
an@ dance by the organized tour- 
ists at the Auditorium, and negotia- 
tions are under way by a prominent 
amusement promoter for a weekly 
vaudeville performance. 

Seeing the necessity of providing 
more adequate space for the crowds 
who congregate at the band plaza, 
and for auto parking space, 
ness men of Ocean Park circulated 
a petition, which resulted in an 
election held Ma 1920, 
amount of $375, 
forty-year bonds by the district of 
the city of Santa Monica, south of

SECOND DEATH WITHIN MONTH 
CAUSED BY SON OF 
DEAD MAN.

Mallon, local contractor, of 3100 
East Seventh street, was fatally in- 
jured this afternoon when his auto-
